“We want to make it impos- | 
sible for him to again damage | 
the country,” Lonardi told a 
press conference. “In case he 
is brought to trial, the ex-Pres- 
ident will present himself as 
any other Argentine and enjoy | 
all the #uarantees and rights | 
established in the constitution.” 

He did not expand on the | 
possibility of a trial, but if this | 
took place it would be on crim- | 
inal charges. The asylum grant- | 
ed Peron by Paraguay would | 
prevent his arrest as a political | 
prisoner. 

Peron is aboard a Paraguay- 
an gunboat in Buenos Aires 
harbor after taking refuge in 
the Paraguayan embassy. Under 
Latin American agreements on 
asylum, he could be refused a 
safe conduct only if criminal 
charges are brought against 
him. Political offenses are cov- 
ered by the asyium agreements. 

Lonardi said he wants to call 
elections to choose a new consti- 
tutional President and a Con- 
gress as soon as possible. 

“But before this is done,” 
he said, “the instruments of | 
election must be duly revised | 
and new ones set up. It would 
be absurd, in cases where there 
may have been frauds in regis- 
tration, to dispense with these 
prerequisites.” 

Asked if his 
would continue Peron’s_ so- 
called “third position” in inter- 
national relations, Lonardi re- 
plied: 

“In foreign relations’ the 
country will comply with all of 
the precepts of international 
law. 

“I am _ not 
idea of commenting on 
imprecise concept as 
called third position, particu- 
larly because .one of the ex- 
tremes signifies a most serious 
rejection of Christian culture. 
It would be absurd, then, for 
us to worry about showing that 
we are equally removed from 
the other extreme.”

RETARDED BOY'S 
CARE DISPUTED 
BY AUTHORITIES 


Both City and Jeffer- 
son County Disclaim 
Responsibility— Fate 
in Doubt. 


Six-year-old Robert Russell, 
mentally retarded boy left on a /| 
street here by his father Sept. 
7, continued his stay in City 
Hospital today while authorities 
remained undecided as to who 
should be responsible for his 
| tong term care. 

The St. Louis Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians disclaimed re- 
sponsibility after Prosecuting 
Attorney Stewart O’Brien of 
Jefferson county announced 
yesterday he would not present 
the case to county court there. 
O’Brien said he had no valid 
evidence that the boy's father, 
Benjamin S. Russell, was a Jef- 
ferson county resident. 

Circuit Judge David J. Mc- 
Mullan, chairman of the Board 
of Children’s Guardians, point- 
ed out it was without jurisdic- 


tion for two reasons—first be- 


cause the boy’s father had not 
been a resident of the city for 
at least a year, as required by 
law, and second because the 
is not to handle 


Everybody agreed, of course, 
that Robert should be in a state 
institution like St. Louis Train- 
ing School or the school at Mar- 
shall, but both these places have 
long waiting lists for admission. 

In fact, 15 mentally defective 
children now are being cared 
for in City and Homer G. Phil- 
lips hospitals because there is 
no state institution to which to 
send them. These children have 
been in the city hospitals for 
periods up to five years.

BONN, Sept. 23 (AP) — The 
West German Bundestag today 
unanimously approved the es- 


tablishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. The 
vote was made by a show of 
hands. 


The ratification of Chancellor 
Adenauer'’s Moscow agreement 
with Soviet Premier Bulganin 
ended a two-day debate in 
which the 79-year-old govern- 
ment chief said the new trend 
in German-Russian relations 
“offers the prospect of future 
easing of international tensions 
and national unity in freedom to 
Germany.”

Britain’s opening venture in 
commercial television got high 
marks today on the production 
side from most newspaper 
critics. ‘But some warned the 
effects on unaccustomed Britons 
of the advertisements may be 
cumulative. 

The critics rated commercial 
TV a formidable threat to the 
state-sponsored British Broad- 
casting Corp. variety, which 
hitherto has monopolized Brit- 
ish viewing screens. 

The initial program was. a 
mixture of vaudeville, drama, 
high class music, news and box- 
'ing. The advertisements—24 of 
ithem during the 3%-hour 
showing — were muted and 
largely painless. 

Coy Pokes at Rival. 

Several comedians took ‘coy 
pokes at the rival BBC. (“Hello, 
you BBC deserters out there!”’) 
But BBC kept its dignity. It 
even returned kindness for 
quips, including in its 7 p.m. 
newscast an announcement that 
the independent TV would hit 
the airwaves 15 minutes later. 

BBC didn’t take its new com- 
petition lying down, however, It 
put on the quacking appeal of 
Denald Duck, long a favorite 
in British movie houses. 

The first TV commercial 
showed a tube of toothpaste 
embedded in a block of ice. 
Offstage, a smooth-voiced an- 


ons greeted the innovation with 
snickers. 

The advertisements, each one 
minute long, extolled such 
things as beer, chocolate, mar- 
garine and soap powder. They 
came at what were regarded 
“natural program breaks.” 

The dignified London Times 
commented: 

“Offensive would be too 
strong a word by far for these | 
comic little interruptions of en- 
tertainment. But one did feel, 
nonetheless, that a thick skin 
of resistance to them will be 
needed before long.” 

Lively Battle Forecast. 

The Daily Mirror predicted a 
“lively battle’ for supremacy |®

Alumi- 
num was one of 38 industries 
for which the tax benefits were 
“suspended” on Aug. 11, pend- 
ing a review of defense re- | 
quirements.

The revolution leader’s entry 
into Buenos Aires was preceded 
by an order from the provisional 
government for the arrest of all 
Peron supporters in the Na- | 
tional Congress. Earlier the new | 
regime had dissolved the Con- 
gress, in which Peronista party 
members held all 34 Senate 
seats and all but 12 places in| 
the 155-member lower House. 

Fights in Streets. 

Violence flared here and in| 
Rosario, Argentina’s second | 
largest city, as students and

Street fights occurred through- 
out Buenos Aires yesterday de- 
spite efforts of armed patrols 
to keep crowds from gathering.

Taxpayers’ Crip Says | w 
Even if Plan Passes, 
State Must Find New 


Su} 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 23 
(AP)—Even if a proposed two- 
cents a package tax on ciga- 
rettes is approved hy the voters, 
and even if present taxes bring 
in more money, the 1957 Legis- 
lature “will have to find subs- 
tantial new tax revenues,” be- 
cause more than $43,000,000 of 
new revenue is needed. 

This conclusion was reached 
in a study by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Expenditure Survey, a tax- 
payer's organization. It is sup- 
porting both the cigarette tax 
proposal and a new “foundation 
plan” for schools at a special 
referendum election Oct. 4. 

Urging voters to look at the 
fiscal facts of life, the survey 
said yesterday that even if the 
cigarette tax is approved by the 
voters, the $9,000,000 a year it 
is expected to bring in cannot 
be collected until after next 
Jan. 1. 

The Survey estimated the 
$19,000,000 would finance the 
new method of distributing 
school funds only on the basis 
of a little more than 90 per 
cent. 

Some May Get Less. 

If the foundation program is 
not fully financed, school offi- 
cials have said some districts 
will get less state aid than they 
received now. The entire pro- 
gram is calculated to boost 
state aid from $45,000,000 to 
$67,000,000 a year. 

The Survey based its study 
on the assumption that other | 
state services will require at. 
least as much as the 1955 Legis- 
lature appropriated. Actually, 
these appropriations have been 
increasing at a rate of more | 
than $34,000,000 each two years. 

Here’s how the Survey

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The Whole Hog 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You. make a good point in your 
Sept. 17 editorial: The live hog mar- 
ket is down 20 per cent since four 
years ago this month. Why aren’t 
ham and pork chop prices down by 
20 per cent also? Who gets the dif- 
ference? 

Any St. Louis housewife who 
wishes to share in the lower hog 
market may do so—and she can save 
more than 20*per cent. An actual 
re-check of retail meat outlets in St. 
houis this week shows that she can 
buy neck bones and pig tails at 33 
per cent under the 1951 price; jowl 
meat and pigs feet at 25 per cent 
less; pork sausage and lard at 20 per 
cent less; spareribs at 16 per cent less; 
loin roasts, shoulder roasts, callies, 

mn butts and bacon at 13 per 
‘cent less, and (as you state in your 
editorial) ham and center chops at 
around 5 per cent less. 

The slaughterer buys the whole 
hog—not just ham and chops, which 
make up less than 25 per cent of the 
live weight of the animal. He proc- 
esses it and markets the component 
cuts at prices the retailer will pay. 
- Those prices are determined by 
what the housewife will pay. Today 
she is showing relatively more inter- 
est in ham and chops than she used 
to—a result of the high income her 
family enjoys. She and her family 
want to “eat higher on the hog” be- 
cause they can afford to. Conse- 
quently there is less demand for the 
other cuts that God and the farmer 
put into that hog. 

Bargain-minded housewives and 
editorial writers who wish to bene- 
fjt from this situation should stay 
away from the 79-cent chops, the 
64-cent hams and the 39-cent loin 
roasts. 

They may enjoy an economy bonus 
by calling for callies at 28 cents; 
smoked jowl at 21 cents; pigs feet at 
10 cents; tails at 15 cents, and neck 
bones at 12 cents. They may buy 
packaged lard, an excellent shorten- 
ing, at 15 cents—less than half the 
cost of other kinds of shortening. 
AHL these come from the same live 
hog that yields the chops, the ham 
and the better roasts. 

If family incomes stay up, this 
drift toward the leaner, ready-for- 
the-pan cuts may be expected to 
continue. There is little prospect 
that the housewife will go back to 
her former, more balanced demand 
forpork cuts. 

+ The prospect for the hog raiser, 
therefore, is not particularly good, 
unless he can produce, by scientific 
feeding and breeding, a leaner hog 
better suited to the demand of fami- 
ties in a prosperous era.

This, however, is a matter for Representative 
Walsh and her colleagues to worry about rather 
than President Long and the other members of 
the Police Board. The Police Board members 
would put themselves in a dubious position if 
they refused to co-operate with a committee of 
the Legislature which enacts the laws that gov- 
ern the board on which they sit and the Police 
Department that they administer. 

Be that as it may, the Police Department has 
not gone without attention in the community. 
There was of course the grand jury inquiry into the 
heavy increase in crime in St. Louis since 1953. 
This crime incidence was the basis which Sena- 
tor Hilsman gave for the inquiry which he pro- 
posed in the State Senate. That grand jury went 
to work almost at once. Then came allegations of 
police payoffs, and a subsequent jury began an 
inquiry and it is still going on. 

The attitude of the citizens of St. Louis will 
be, so we think, that a legislative inquiry, with 
legal powers and properly conducted, may ac- 
coimplish good, but that it would be a mistake 
to open up a fishing expedition for political pur- 
poses. In any case the question of legality must 
be settled. 
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Our Heroes 

It’s a toss-up which is the bigger hero in cur- 
rent fiction, the business man or the doctor. After 
a long time of being looked at down novelists’ 
noses, business men came into their own with 
“Executive Suite” a year or two ago. “The Man 
in the Gray Flannel Suit” carried on the busi- 
ness man hero this year.

Maybe they 
had better pool their resources and make it their 
business to investigate the symptoms and find out. 
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Tax Windfall in Eight Towns 


Eight St. Leuis county communities will be 
enjoying revenue windfalls this fall. Unfor- 
tunately, however, this will be at the expense 
of their own residents. Officials of the eight 
towns—Berkeley, Cool Valley, Frontenac, Glen- 
dale, Kinloch, St. Ann, Sycamore Hills and Wil- 
bur Park—have ignored the deadline for reduc- 
ing their tax rates. And since real estate assess- 
ments have been increased, property owners in 
those communities are likely to be in for some- 
thing of a shock when they open their tax bills 
this fall. By then, of course, it will be too late 
to do much more than protest and pay up. But 
if enough people retain the image of the incident 
in the forefront of their memories until the next 
elections there could be quite a house cleaning 
in some city halls. ; 
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As we read the report by the St. Charles Coun- 
ty farm agent, this is the black widow spider’s 
merry waltzing season. 
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What to Do in a Typhoon 

A thrilling bit of first-hand adventure at sea 
is related by Master Mariner Elmer W. Malanot 
under the laconic titling “Typhoon Doctrine” in 
the current number of that salty journal the 
United States Naval Institute Proceedings. Tow- 
ering seas crash on decks, ships roll and pitch, 
the ominous eye of the typhoon approaches, 
anchors are dragged, freighters crash on the 
rocks and a screaming 120-knot wind bears down. 

The point that this old seadog makes is that 
any skipper caught well out at sea in a danger- 
ous storm of 60 knots or more should stop his 
engines, let the ship drift and wait for the dan- 
gerous area of the typhoon or hurricane to pass. 
He explains that the standard procedure is to 
use the engines to maintain steerage way and 
thus avoid falling off into the trough. 

He comments: “It is not realized that this 
power hurls his ship against mountains of waves, 
like ramming one’s head against a stone wall, 
and that in this way he would damage and per- 
haps even destroy her unwittingly . . it is 
high time to break with the old tradition of 
fighting a typhoon and introduce a new concept 
of riding it out, with stopped engines.” 

Skipper Malanot’s doctrine for typhoons is 
one that is likely to shiver the timbers of most 
any landlubber. If it induces a look into the 
ninth edition of Knight’s Modern Seamanship 
and the chapter headed “Handling Steamers in 
Heavy Weather,” there will be found several let- 
ters by ship masters around the turn of the cen- 
tury which advocate Capt. Malanot’s suggested 
tactics. These several salty epistles reveal his 
suggested tactics are not so novel after all. 

Capt. Otto Nielsen of the S.S. Pennland 
wrote: “I have laid-to with engines stopped in a 
terrible sea whilst in command of the S.S. Switz 


The Secretary touched on many matters of 
foreign policy including the Soviet Union, Ger- 
many, Austria, the Communist satellites, Red 
China, the Middle East and the U.N. itself. He 
called on the Kremlin to free the subjugated peo- 
ples. He denounced the record of the Commu- 
nist regime in China as “an evil one” and pro- 
posed that Peiping “respond to world opinion.” 
He urged again the reunification of Germany to 
correct a 10-year dismemberment which he de- 
scribed as “a crime against nature.” 

Yet notwithstanding these appeals for substan- 
tial improvement, Mr. Dulles found a much bet- 
ter world today than existed 10 years ago and 
he was right in doing so. The decade had the 
tragedy of the Korean war, but that dangerous 
conflagration was kept from spreading beyond 
Korea itself. Subsequent to the truce there have 
been such hopeful developments as approval by 
the Soviets of President Eisenhower’s atoms-for- 
peace plan and their belated agreement to par- 
ticipate in it. 

The Secretary of State made a strong case for 
the President’s proposal for United States-Rus- 
sian aerial inspection of each other’s defense 
centers and equipment. As he phrased it the 
exchange 


would open the way to further steps toward 
inspection and disarmament which we all, 
and I emphatically include the United States, 
want to see taken. Long experience makes it 
appgrent that when there is a sense of inse- 
curity and when arms consequently seem 
needed, limitation of armament is virtually 
unattainable, 


A particularly fortunate part of Mr. Dulles’s 
address was that which paid tribute to the hard 
work of U.N. Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold to achieve the release of Americans and 
other U.N. prisoners from the camps of Com- 
munist China. The Swedish diplomat took up a 
mean task and literally labored at it. It takes 
nothing from the contribution of others to give 
a large measure of credit to Dag Hammarskjold. 
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Flash That Gold Badge 

As an official bit of trapping and accouter- 
ment, any member of the Board of Education 
may now display a gold-plated identification 
badge. Revival of the old custom followed Dr. 
Walter A. Younge’s complaint last June that lack 
of a badge hampered him in proving his board 
membership when a policeman warned him for 
speeding on the way to a board meeting. 

Six veteran board members can polish up their 
old badges. The four newest members, including 
Dr. Younge, will use the handsome new emblems 
which cost $69.50 each. Two members, Louis H. 
Antoine and Daniel L. Schlafly, say they do not 
want any badges. Apparently these two are con- 
fident that they can establish their identities 
without that grandiloquent gesture of “flashing 
a badge” which Hollywood, television and cereal 
box tops have so well established. 

It might be well for each badge carrier to carry 
also a small Army-type plastic identification 
card with photograph, fingerprints and a signa- 
ture. Such a card is a little more convincjng as a 
simple means of absolute identification than is 
a gold-plated badge. But for impressing certain 
susceptible persons and for proclaiming the man 
to one and all—there just is nothing like a 
$69.50 gold-plated badge! 
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From Junta to Freedom? 

The provisional government of Argentina came 
to power pledged to liberty. Its Cordoba radio 
stat#n broadcast a slogan of “freedom of men, 
freedom of press and freedom of worship.” 

These are words to warm the hearts of men 
suppressed by a decade of dictatorship. But 
the path from military rule to democratic free- 
dom is never smooth. 

So far Provisional President Eduardo Lonardi’s 
actions have been both impressive and inevitable. 
In crushing the dictatorship of Juan Peron, the 
new chief executive has put the dictator to flight, 
dissolved the hand-picked Peron Congress and 
opened jail doors for political prisoners. 

But many obstacles stand in the way of a re- 
turn to full constitutional liberties. There is the 
corruption of Peronism which seeped into many 
high places, and will leave eddies of distrust 
among Argentinians. There is the residual power 
of Peron who, like Hitler before him, was once 
able to command majority support at the polls. 
The degree to which Peron has been popularly 
discredited cannot yet be known. 

In the provisional government itself, there is 
lack of political experience and appeal. The new 
leaders are mostly military men who have been 
kept out of the spotlight. Some are considered 
non-political, but others represent the conserva- 
tives who long ruled Argentina, and whose re- 
fusal to adapt their policies to change made the 
way easier: for Peron. 

To organize a stable government, and then a 
free government, following the collapse of a 
decade of dictatorship cannot be an easy task. 
For the test of the provisional government now 
will be its own willingness to give the people 
freedom to replace it. 
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For a Start on Flood Control 

The Budget Bureau will, we hope, give prompt 
attention to the request for $600,000 to be in- 
cluded in next year’s federal budget for flood 
control at St. Louis. Senator Symington of Mis- 
souri and Representative Karsten of St. Louis, 
joined in making the request. 

The remarkable speed with which House and 
Senate authorized this project in the last session 
should suggest to the Budget Bureau the general 
agreement as to its need. Since the Army Engi- 
neers estimate that the construction work will 
take six years, next year will be none too early 
to start on it full steam ahead. 
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A press dispatch reports that the newest wrin- 
kle for milady is a checkbook containing per- 
fumed checks. Man’s only hope is that these new 
checks will have a scent so fetching our wives 
can’t bear to part with them.

The Mirror

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Signs indicate another Eisenhower-Stevenson campaign ‘hext 
year; five times in our history a defeated candidate has run again 
for President against man who beat him four years earlier; four 
times the loser became victor, but times were different then.

Betting odds now favor a run for a 
second term by President Eisenhower 
and the renomination of Adlai E. Ste- 
venson by the Democrats. If it is really 
to be Eisenhower vs. Stevenson again, 
it will be the sixth time that a defeated 
candidate has run again for President 
against the man who beat him four 
years before. 

The previous five times: 1800—Jeffer- 
son defeated President Adams. 1828— 
Jackson defeated President J.Q. Adams, 
1840—W. H. Harri- 
son defeated Presi- 
dent Van Buren. 
1892—Former Pres- 
ident Cleveland de- 
feated President 
Benjamin Harrison, 
1900 — William J. 
Bryan was defeated 
by President Mce- 
Kinley. 

The Democratic 
National Commit- 
tee on Sept. 18 
listed only the last 
four of these five, 
omitting the 1800 
contest. The Demo- 
crats pointed out that in three of the 
four contests cited by them, the losing 
candidate of four years before trounced 
the man who had beaten him then. So, 
says the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, if Stevenson runs against Eisen- 
hower again next year, the precedents 
favor the Democratic ticket by three 
to one, 


However, an analysis of the victories 
of the former vanquished over the for- 
mer victors can offer little comfort to 
the Democrats today. For the main 
causes of the defeat of the incumbent 
President in 1800, 1828, 1840 and 1892 
are not likely to be present on Nov. 
6, 1956. 


In 1800—President Adams hadn't a 
personality that appealed to many 
Americans, while Thomas Jefferson 
had. Many Federalist leaders, including 
Hamilton, had washed their hands of 
the President. Washington, under whom 
Adams had served as Vice President, 
was dead. Even so, the election was 
close—73 electoral votes to 65 as

against 71 to 68 four years before. The 
Jefferson-Burr ticket really was put 
across by South Carolina, on which 
the Federalists had been counting. 
(New York shifted from Adams to 
Jefferson, but Pennsylvania, for Jeffer- 
son in 1796, split its electoral votes 
almost evenly in 1800.) 


In 1828—The election of 1824 had 
given Jackson 99 electoral votes to 84 
for J. Q. Adams, 41 for William H. 
Crawford, 37 for Henry Clay. So al- 
though Jackson didn’t have a majority, 
he had won the plurality, and many 


Americans thought that the House 
should therefore choose Jackson. 
When the House, instead, chose 


Adams through the defection of Clay 
men to him, there were loud cries of 
“deal,” especially after Clay was made 
Secretary of State. Jackson won an elec- 
toral majority easily four years later, 
in. part by an alliance with Crawford 
men. 


In 1840—The panic of 1837 had swept 
the country soon after Van Buren took 
office in 1837. Also, there were many 
crop failures (believe it or not, large 
crops were then acclaimed) and the Ad- 
ministration antagonized many voters by 
setting its face against the annexation 
of Texas. 

In 1892—Although the second Harri- 
son had won by a wide electoral major- 
ity in 1888, President Cleveland had 
had the popular majority then (almost 
100,000). One reason for the overturn 
in the second Harrison-Cleveland con- 
test was the growth of the Populist 
movement. The Populists won 22 elec- 
toral votes in 1892 (10 of them from 
Kansas!). And in states where they had 
little chance of winning, they were apt 
to vote for the Democratic ticket to 
“throw the rascals out.” Also, the Presi- 
dent wasn’t exactly popular within his 
party. Elected Vice President with 
Cleveland: Adlai E. Stevenson. 

In 1900—There was little reason for 
anybody to vote for Bryan in 1900 who 
hadn't voted for him in 1896. The 
depression had ended, and new discov- 
eries of gold, also new methods of 
extracting it, had increased money 
in circulation, making a mockery of 
Bryan's stand for bimetallism. 


The Myth of Apartheid 


Alan Paton, Distinguished South African Author, in a Letter to 
The New York Times 


It will be known to many of your 
readers that Kent School, Connecticut, 
offered to Stéphen Ramasodi, a pupil 
at St. Peter’s School, Rosettenville, Jo- 
hannesburg, the opportunity to complete 
his education at Kent School. This was 
the chance of a lifetime. Stephen, who 
is 16 years old, would have been, to my 
knowledge, the first African boy from 
our country to enjoy such an opportu- 
nity. 

It was the South African Government 
which determined otherwise. First the 
South African police refused to issue 
the certificate of character without 
which your country would not allow 
Stephen to enter. The Department of 
the Interior would not grant a passport 
without this certificate. 


Finally, the headmaster of St. Peter's 
School informed the authorities that he 
would have to give the facts to the 
press. This stung the Minister of Native 
Affairs into immediate action. He re- 
plied that he would not be intimidated 
by persons whom he took to be agita- 
tors, and meantime the Department of 
the Interior stated that the passport had 
been refused on the grounds that it was 
not in Stephen's true interests to allow 
him to go to America. 

Many Americans have no doubt tried 
to understand the true meaning of the 
Bantu Education Act, which act eee 
all African education under the nis- 
ter of Native Affairs. One at least of 


the real meanings of this act is to be 
seen in this action of the Minister. 

At what stage in the development of 
African society will an African father 
be allowed to accept for his son an 
American scholarship of this kind? The 
answer is never. I hope that no Ameri- 
can is deceived into thinking that this 
step was taken merely because Stephen 
was a child. It was taken because 
Stephen’s father was considered to be a 
child also. That is one of the meanings 
of the Bantu Education Act. 

Americans are often told that apart- 
heid means the creation of separate 
racial societies, all pursuing their own 
ways of life, all enjoying the impartial 
benevolence of the state. The myth of 
racially separate societies existing har- 
moniously side by side is exposed. This 
harmony can only be achieved when all 
of these societies are subservient to one 
dominant society—that of Afrikaner na- 
tionalism. It is not justice that is be- 
ing pursued by our government but dom- 
ination.

Between Book Ends 


Father and Cellmate 
THE NINETY AND NINE. by Imre Kovacs. [Funk 

& Wagnalis, 343 pgs., $3.75.) 

Imre Kovacs is a Hungarian novelist 
now living in the United States. In this, 
his eleventh book, he has written a fic- 
tional account of a Catholic priest liv- 
ing in Communist Hungary. Father Ja- 
nos, a Jesuit, age 52, had been born a 
peasant and had no illusions about what 
the Russians would do when they en- 
tered his country in 1945. But he be- 
lieved that “the people could not turn 
against the church, for the hearts of 
the simple were incorruptible and their 
souls were healthy.” 

In the months that followed Father 
Janos saw the disbandment of church 
schools, the confiscation of church 
lands, and the dissolution of the church 
orders, including his own, the Jesuit, 
after the arrest of Cardinal Mindzenty. 
Eventually Father Janos finds himself 
in a secret police prison charged with 
“attempting to overthrow the People’s 
Republic.” 

His cellmate is the former Number 
Two Man in the Hungarian Communist 
party, Leslie Rab. and the fictional facts 
about Rab strongly resemble the actual 
facts about Laszlo Rajk, the Hungarian 
Minister of the Interior who organized 
the secret police and was hanged a few 
years ago for “plotting with Tito and 
the United States.” 

Father Janos confesses to the ficti- 
tious crimes the Communists wish him 
to, in an effort to save others from tor- 
ture by the interrogators. Comrade Rab 
makes his false confession as a final 
service to the party. But before their 
public show trial there are some trench- 
ant dialogues between Father Janos 
and the Godless Communist Rab about 
the ideological conflict between Com- 
munism and Christianity, and these 
make the most fascinating reading in 
the book. 

Most of it is reminiscent of Koestler’s 
“Darkness at Noon,” though the inci- 
dents recounted are fresher and the 
subject is sure to be less unfamiliar to 
the reader than it was two decades ago. 
Before marching to the gallows, Ex- 
Minister of the Interior Rab reaffirms 
his faith and makes the title of the 
novel meaningful. The quotation is from 
Luke 15:7—‘Joy in heaven upon one 
sinner that repents, more than upon 
ninety-nine just who need no repent- 
ance.”

OXFORD JUNIOR ENCYCLOPEDIA, edited by 
Laura E. Salt and Robert Sinclair. Volume Xil: 

The Arts. (Oxford, $7.) 

This is in some respects the outstand- 
ing volume in this British 12-tome ency- 
clopedia for children. Covering, as it 
does, the whole field of the fine arts, it 
offers an over-all examination of such 
diverse but related activities as music 
and architecture, pottery and sculpture. 
This linking of parallel developments in 
sister arts is seldom found in encyclo- 
pedias organized along standard alpha- 
betical lines. Naturally, literature, mu- 
sic and painting receive major attention, 
but among the choicest entries in the 
book are those dealing with such by- 
ways of the arts as caricature, nursery 
rhymes and jazz. The writing is simple 
and direct enough for any teen-ager to 
follow. The illustrations are numerous 
and excellent, with eight color plates. 
For the artistically-minded child this 
volume is a treasure trove to be dipped 
into again and again.

lf You Have Tears... 


HE Biblical story of Solomon's solving of an impasse 
between two.women who both claimed the same baby 
as their son, by offering to cut the child in half with a 
sword is recalled by a fine British picture, “THE DIVIDED 
WU HEART,” which opens tonight at the 
SHADY OAK, 
Za The issue here poses a heart-rending 
dilemma not that easy to solve. In fact, 
three wise and just men of the United 
States High Commission in occupied Ger- 
S many are faced with a problem almost jn- 
soluble in the light of justice. This is an 
agonizing decision in the light of right, not against wrong, 
but against another right, of deep mother love and the con- 
sideration of a troubled 10-year-old boy around whom the 
controversy revolves. But make their decision they must, 
and many in the audience will not agree with it—but I am 
sure that all will be deeply moved by, the beautifully re- 
strained and powerfully poignant exposition. 


The picture is reminiscent of “The Search,” in that 
the boy is one of the many displaced children of World 
War IIl—an investigator states there are still 40,000 parents 
looking for their lost children at the time of the picture, 
1952. He was, while still a baby, taken from his Yugo- 
slavian mother by German troops and sent to a concen- 
tration camp, 4s was she. Her husband had been shot as 
a partisan and two daughters taken from her also. he 
boy is adopted by a childless German couple who are told 
he is German and his parents are dead. They raise him in 
their Bavarian village and love him deeply, so much so 
that it is a frightful shock when, after eight years, his real 
mother succeeds in tracing him and claims him for her own. 
Here the evils of Hitlerism cast a long shadow of suffering. 


This is not a deliberate or maudlin tearjerker, but its 
searing intensity, muted compassion and great honesty 
cannot help but make it emotionally shattering. The story, 
said to be based on an actual case, has been directed with 
sensitivity by Charles Chrichton, and is eloquently acted by 
Cornell Borchers, German actress, and Armin Dahlen as 
the foster parents, Yvonne Mitchell, English actress (who 
speaks nothing but Slovene in the film) as the real mother, 
Michel Ray as the boy, and Alexander Knox as the chief 
commissioner. 


Terror and Suspense 


Paul Gregory, the phenomenal young stage producer, 
and veteran actor Charles Laughton, turned director, have 
come up with an excellent treatment, in their first movie 
venture, of Davis Grubb’s best-selling novel, “NIGHT OF 

THE HUNTER,” now at LOEW’S STATE. 
In this dark tale of a psychopathic killer 
in a West Virginia hamlet on the trail of 
$10,000 loot from a bank robbery, Laugh- 
ton and screenwriter James Agee have 
followed the novel quite literally, and 
captured all its colloquial flavor, its terror 
and wire-taut suspense, and its poetic 
quality as a boy and*his little sister flee from the killer 
in a skiff down the Ohio River. 


Laughton has even succeeded in drawing a first-rate 
performance from Robert Mitchum, of all actors, as the 
murderous religious fanatic “Preacher” Powell, who poses 
as an itinerant evangelist. Mitchum’s acting is stylized into 
a personification of evil, as he intones piously or wheedles 
softly as a mask for hate. Sometimes the theatrical ges- 
tures he employs almost overdo themselves, as when he 
resembles Walt Disney's thwarted wolf chasing the Three 
Little Pigs as he stumbles on the cellar stairs in reaching 
for the children and yowls as the door is slammed on his 
fingers. But I think the laughter it draws is a nervous 
reaction from the pure horror he has evoked as he threat- 
ened to cut the boy's throat and hang him up like a 
stuck pig. 

Shelley Winters, also not noted as an actress, has been 
molded into a believable being as the poor, slow-witted 
widow of the hanged bank robber. Preacher marries her. 
repulses her as sinful. On their wedding night he charges 
her with his own religious fanaticism, then neatly murders 
her in her bed. A shot of the body, tied into a model-T 
Ford at the bottom of the river, with the throat cut and the 
long hair drifting eerily in the river, is about as shocking, 
yet as horrifying compelling, as anything ever seen along 
that line on the screen. No wonder old Birdie. the house- 
boatman (James Gleason) gets drunk after he sees it. 


Lillian Gish is rather frail physically for the character 
of Rachel (“I am a strong tree with branches for many 
birds’), the elderly woman who takes the fugitive children 
under her mothering wing, but she gives it all the deter- 
mination and doughty spirit it should have. Billy Chapin 
is quite good as the boy. But paramount in this is the 
mood the direction and black-and-white photography have 
evoked—the children drifting asleep in the boat under the 
stars, out from under the focus of a spider’s web on a tree 
above them, Preacher's hymnal dirge as he plods after them 
on horseback silhouetted against a faintly lighted sky. 


Miracle in China? 


Humphrey Bogart is not usually regarded as the spir- 
itual type, so I suppose that, for purposes of contrast, he 
would be the ideal actor to portray an American Army 
flyer who crashes in Western China, becomes prisoner, then 
first lieutenant of a warlord, and after 
three years assumes the robes and identity 
of a Catholic priest killed by the warlord'’s 
soldiers to escape into a Chinese village. 
This happens in the Cinemascope pictur- 
yu ization of William E. Barrett's novel, “THE 
li-al Pm LEFT HAND OF GOD,” at the ST. LOUIS. 

What is supposed to give this story 
religious significance is that the tough imposter-priest's 
good deeds endear him to the Chinese, and that he saves 
two missions from burning and slaughter by shooting craps 
with the warlord (Lee J. Cobb) against five years of his own 
continued service as military expert, and winning. This is 
hinted at, by indirection, as divine intervention, but I! 
couldn't feel this premise was given either dramatic valid- 
ity or spiritual intensity. An added fillip, for sensation- 
alism, is that a beautiful nurse at the Catholic mission, 
Gene Tierney, falls in love, without bringing’ it into the 
open, with Humphrey while still believing him to be a 
priest. 


This is 12,000 miles apart, and 1 don’t mean geograph- 
ically, from the penetrating and sensitive French movie on 
a similar theme, “Isle of Sinners,” of three years ago, in 
which Pierre Fresnay played a sexton who wrongfully 
assumed the functions of a priest. Reverting to the mun- 
dane side, the production is good—the MGM Malibu ranch 
is drafted into an impressive impersonation of its own of 
Western China countryside. 


Costume Claptrap 


“MOONFLEET,” at the ORPHEUM has wasted an ex- 
pensive cast and lavish CinemaScope production on a clap- 
trap tale of derring-do in eighteenth century England. 
Stewart Granger is a gentleman-smuggler, Jon Whitley a 
young charge always tagging after him, and George Sanders 
a nobleman launching a piracy expedition. Three women, 
Joan Greenwood as the nobleman’s lady, Viveca Lindfors 
as a cozening informer, and Liliane Montevecchi as a gypsy 
dancer, all throw themselves at the swashbuckling Mr. 
Granger, but he has his eye mainly. on a fast pound, par- 
ticularly in a huge diamond secreted in a well. In the solu- 
tion, everyone meets a dire end except Liliane and the boy, 
which is rather a harsh punishment for the crime of play- 
ing in this.

Authority, Who Will Speak Here, Wrote Book on Gracious Living for the Average Person

NEW YORK, Sept. 23. 


S a result of her best-selling 
A baok of etiquette—335,000 
copies now in print—Amy 
Vanderbilt, member of one of 
America’s best known families, 
has become one of the country’s 


busiest women. Since _ her 
“Amy Vanderbilt’s Complete 
Book of Etiquette” first ap- 


peared in 1952, she has been in 
constant demand as a speaker 
throughout the country. 


Persuaded to write a newspa- 
per column after her book's suc- 
cess, she now turns out a daily 
and Sunday column which in 
the year since it was launched 
has become a popular feature 
in the Post-Dispatch and some 
200 other papers, large and 
small from coast to coast. Her 
newspaper readers are  esti- 
mated at some 40,000,000. And 
she is seen by millions more in 
10 major cities on her syndi- 
cated television program de- 
voted to gracious living. 


“The mail that comes to me 
from readers of the book, news- 
paper column and from those 
who watch the television pro- 
gram is terrific,” the blond, 
gray-eyed authority on modern 
etiquette said. “Just answering 
the mail is almost a full-time 
job in itself. But somehow I 
manage.” 


On September 29 she will be 
in St. Louis to appear on an 
etiquette program at Stix, Baer 
& Fuller. Despite her busy 
career, Miss Vanderbilt, who 
prefers to use her maiden name 
professionally, also manages the 
lives of three sons in a 10-room 
house on her seven-and-a-half- 
acre Connecticut estate, which 
she calls “Daisyfields.” She 
was recently divorced from 
Hans Knopf, magazine photog 
rapher. 


“I work in a small office 
which I had built about 15 feet 
from the main house,” Miss 
Vanderbilt explained in the of- 
fices of her publishers, Double- 
day & Co., in New York. “I 
keep regular hours, working 
from nine to 12 in the morn- 
ing and from one to four in 
the afternoon. I dictate all 
of my material into a recorder 
and the discs are later tran- 
scribed by my secretary. I do 
little entertaining during the 
week because of my work 
schedule but the weekends are 
given over to fun and relaxa- 
tion. Daisyfields borders the 
Saugatuck river and I love to 
go boating on the stream with 
my children.” 


Amy was born on Staten Is- 
land, New York, “where all 
good Vanderbilts are born and 
buried.” Descended from the 
first Vanderbilt to settle in 
America—Jan Aoersten van der 
Bilt—she is the great-grand- 
daughter of Oliver Vanderbilt, 
whose first cousin was Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt.

ENT to school in Switzerland 

at an early age, she com- 

pleted a course in home eco- 
nomics at the Institute Heubi in 
Lausanne and showed a remark- 
able aptitude in languages. Re- 
turning home she pursued her 
education at the Packer Col- 
legiate Institute and the New 
York University School of Jour- 
nalism. An ambitious young 
woman who asked more of life 
than a continuous round of so- 
cial functions, she began work- 
ing part time during her school 
days as a society reporter and 
feature writer on the Staten 
Island Advance. 


After her school years, Miss 
Vanderbilt tackled a business 
career, which began at the Mal- 
lison Silk Co. She worked for 
five years with various New 
York advertising agencies and 
then moved to the American 
Spectator, which was the top 
literary publication of its time. 
Becoming business manager of 
the publication, she knew in- 
timately such writers as James 
Branch Cabell, Sherwood An- 
derson, Eugene O'Neill, H. L. 
Mencken, George Jean Nathan 
and others who contributed to 
the Spectator for only a few 
cents a word simply to keep 
literature alive during the 
darkest years of the depression. 

Later Amy added to her busi- 
ness successes with the opera- 
tion of her own public relations 
firm, which boasted as clients 
17 of the country’s major pub- 
lishers. And at various times 
she was food editor of five dif- 
ferent magazines. 

Looking back on her life, 
which included little interest in 
society as such, Amy says that

Every West opened the jack 
of hearts—not that the opening 
lead had much _ importance, 
since the North-South hands 
contained 12 cold tricks. 
Strangely enough, however, all 
the declarers except one were 
satisfied to win those tricks and 
call it a day—which was not 
very enterprising of them. 

The one exception took a dif- 
ferent view. He won the first 
trick with the heart king, 
cashed the diamond ace, then 
ruffed a diamond. He went 
back to dummy with a trump 
to ruff a second diamond, then 
repeated the process for a 
third time. 


Now, with only one trump in 
the closed- hand but two in 
dummy, this South did not 


_ overlook the excellent idea of 


cashing the spade ace before 
he led the trump to dummy. 
When all hands were reduced 
to four cards, dummy held the 
Q-4 of spades, the heart deuce 
and one trump.

The Next Step--Better Lighting 


Hillyer 
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HE next step that’s due and 
T overdue in today’s wonder- 

ful improvement of the 
American home is in lighting. 
Lighting, of all the major ele- 
ments of a comfortable and 
beautiful home, has made the 
slowest progress. It’s the least 
understood. 


It’s time to learn more about 
lighting. In most homes it does 
not do what it should, and by 
no means what it can. Light is 
a means to provide comfort, 
seeing ease for reading and 
working; but it often fails in 
even this primary function. 
There. isn’t enough of it in the 
right places. But this is only 
part of the service for comfort 
it doesn’t perform. What about 
the mood of a room? It isn’t 
the upholstered furniture alone 
that encourages full enjoyment 
of a living room, but the at- 
mosphere of the whole room, 
whether it’s inviting or unin- 
viting, and light has enormous 
effect on that. Harshness and 
glare destroy the possibilities of 
restfulness. Spotty lighting can 
be very tiring. Gloom, and the 
living room is passed by for the 
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cheerfulness of the dining room 
or even of the kitchen. 
ae ae 


THE LIVING ROOM partic- 
ularly needs variation of light- 
ing, more variation than from 
little light to more. It should 
be possible to change the mood 
of the room according to ac- 
tivity there — the light that 
serves the children’s projects 
and reading and writing letters 
should give way to a mellow 
flattery of both the room’s dec- 
orative features and the people 
in it for an evening's entertain- 
ing. This is the idea behind 
the lighting in the sketch, called 
inspiration lighting by the mak- 
er of the fixtures. General, lo- 
calized and accent fixtures 
switch off and on individually 
and together according to need 
and mood. 

Light should be used both 
generally and specifically to be 
practical. It must be well-used 
to bring out the beauty of col- 
ors and shapes of the furnish- 
ings, and accent lighting is 
wonderfully effective in empha- 
sizing decorative features and 
providing change. The table 
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lamps that were alone clung to 
so long can’t do it all. Fixtures 
are needed, the kind that act 
in the same way hanging on 
the walls and from the ceiling 
when enough actual fixtures 
can’t be installed.

Watermelon Pickle. 

Four pounds prepared thick 
watermelon rind, alum or lime- 
water, two tablespoons allspice, 
two tablespoons whole cloves, 
10 two-inch sticks cinnamon, 
one and one-half quarts vinegar, 
one quart water, four and one- 
half pounds sugar. 

Cut rind into one-inch pieces 
and soak two hours in alum or 
limewater. Drain, cover with 
cold water and cook about one 
hour, or until tender. Let stand 
several hours and drain. Tie 
spices in cheesecloth. Com- 
bine with vinegar, water and 
sugar and bring to boil. Add 
rind and cook slowly an hour or 
more until syrup thickens. 
Drain. Pack fruit in clean, hot 
jars, cover with hot syrup and 
seal. Yield: About four pints. 

Variation: Cantaloupe, honey- 
dew or casaba melon rind may 
be used for pickles instead of 
the usual watermelon rind.
